On the PRoFession of the Law. 
HE watchman proclaimed the hour of midnight, 
The winds whiftied without, and the ftorm 
thundered down my chimney. My lam» fhed a faint 
blue light over the room, The long neglected page 
of Littleton lay open before me; bur my attention 
was turned to other obje@s. Loft in a profound 
reverie, Í contemplated with enthufiafm the voca- 
sion of a dawyer.—l beheld him difplay inthe forum, 
the omnipotence of eloquence. | faw him enlighten 
the laws of his country. I faw him {natch the fee’ 
te fom the iron arm of power, and cover with the 
broad fhicld of juftice the caufe of the widow and the 
orphan. —¢ Lluftrious patron of the opprefled,” faid 
1, “© thy days are devoted to the fervice of thy coun- 
try. 
uittributed equal jiftice to her citizens. For her 
thou haft reigned the tranquil pleafures of retire- 
ment, and negleQed the endesring focal ties. For her 
thou hall confented to bear through hfe the burthen 
of noife, of ftcife and of pain. Armed wih con- 
fcious integrity, for ber thou heft braved the attacks 
of prejudice, ignorance ard malevolence ”——! 
had proceeded farther in my eulogiun, but Mor- 
pheus, who is no friend to waking flights of fancy, 
fhook his ieaden wings over my head, fealed up my 
eyes, aud fcattered my ideas. 

For fome moments indiftingt images fwam before 
my view. A variety of confuf:d and interrupted 
incidents Succeeded : Till the mind, entirely unfet- 
tered, fported at large on the wings of fitin, and 
extended her flight to the regions of harmony and 
regularity, I found myfelfin the library of a lawyer, 
cminent in the flateof——. It continued midnight. 
A taper buning upona table, ccvered with ancient 
folios, calta dreary light over the Rudy. It was the 
ftudy of a man I was accuftcmed to admire and love. 
J looked round me, and every objedt revived him ia 
my memory. My heart yicided to the warmeft im- 
pulfe of aif.ction and veneration. I was awakened 
from this pleafing indulgence by the entrance of æl- 
bert himfelf. His manner poffcft all his wonted dig- 
nity, but his countenance had loft its ufual ferenity. 
A manly forrow dwelt upon his features—~his eyes 
were amo muiftcned, and his bofom /carsely conceal- 
ed ito agitation. As he entered, he threw an unfin- 
ifhed brief onthe table, and watked (without cbferv- 
ing me) flowly acrofs the room. A deep fizh iflued 
from his heart, and he broke into the following folil- 
equy— 

« How unhappy is the fituation of the lawyer | 
How wretched—if he be a man of genius—of feel- 
ing, and a father! He is compelled to profecute with 
unremitting induftry, a Rudy of all others the moft 
barren. He is not permitted to wander in the flow- 
ery fields of fcience. He muft bz proof againft 
the {educing charms of the mufes, and liten to the 
lyre of Apollo with indifference. Hia profeffiaaal 
ftudy will always afford him employment, but never 
amufement. Without variety it is extenfive ; and 
without difficulty, the labour of a life. in pra&ice, 
his fituation is ftill more difagreeable. However 
modeft and diffident he may really be, he muk appear 
bold and confident. However lively his fenfibility, 
he muĝ not fem to feel. And however genvle and 
amiable his own nature, he is obliged to embroil him- 
felt in the quarrels and exprefs the paffions of others. 
Thus is his genius cramped and his difpofition thwart- 
ed. Surely there is little pleafure in fuch a Rudy and 
fuch a life ! 

*¢ Te io true that the pra&ice of the law has been in 
fome inftances lucrative. Great abilites in this pro- 
feffion have been often liberally rewarded. But few 
lawyers of the prefent age poffefs great abilities—and 
of thofe, fome will never be rich, If they are hu- 
mane and generous—-however extenfive their practice, 
and frequent and large their fees—they will find fuf- 

ficient employment for their money. People in gen- 
| eral do not refic& that a lawyer is the refuge of mife- 
| rye The laft hope of earthly reftoration to the vi&ims 
| of the vilet fraud and mof inhuman violence. To 
i him they apply for redrefs with tears, and tales, and 
\ entreatico, and every art that mifery can fuggeft, to 
i affe&t and fubdue the foul. And the blood muĝ be 
frozen in bis veing, and dis heart congealed into ftone, 
‘whe could hear unmoved, and receive, inftead of be- 
fowing. Guacwus heaven! my heart fill bleeds at

Thou baft imparted energy to her laws, and’ 
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the recolle&tion of the fufferings which my fortune 
and exertions have contributed to alleviate. How of- 
ten has the defpicable cunning of a land-jsbber robbed 
a filing family of every fupport | How often have 
the infernal arts of a feducer agnnized the heart of a 
tender parent, and plunged a thaughtlefs fair one into 
the deepeft diftrefs } and how often has the barbarous 
arm of ftrength, and the unfeeling power of wealth, 
mangled and crufhed an honeft and harmlefs, though 
weak and indigent citizen! I thank God that it has 
been my lot to know and relieve the muiferies of my 
fellow men; and 1 fhould think my weak endeavour 
well rewarded, and my flender fortune nobly diffipat- 
ed—-were I nota father. This one painful refleCtion 
purfues me—my chidien, whom I regard with all the 
fondnefs that ever a parent felt —may feel the preflure 
of wante=their father’s virtue will not proteé& them 
from the contempt of the world—they may fuffer.”— 
Here his utterance was impeded, and long reftrained 
tears trick’ed dawn his cheek. My heart was torn 
with anguifh at the fight, and the violence of my fen- 
fations awoke me. 

This dream, which is perfedtly confiftent with the 
charaGter of Albert, who is known to unite the great- 
ef genius to the ncb.eft fou', made a ftrong impref- 
fion on my mind. It occafioned a train of reflections, 
in which [ could net help coniidering the fentiments 
of thofe, who attribute to the whole profeffion, the 
faults of a few individuals, with contempt and indig- 
nation, That all lawyers are knaves and all old wo- 
men are witches,2re maxims coined in the fame mint ; 
and he whofe judgment is no: darkened by ignorance, 
or warped by prrjudice, will readily perceive that 
they are alike sbfurd and unfounded. How it can be 
thought that ftudying and enforcing the rules of mor- 
al conduct and the dictates of univerfal equity ; will 
invariably make a man immoral and unjuk, Iam ata 
lofs to difcover. And if there lives a perfon who feri- 
oufly entertains fuch an opinion, I fhall always think, 
that though he has great genius, he has ftrong prej 
udices ; and though he poflefles ex'enfive learning, 
kuovws little of human nature; which is eff:atially 
the fame in every climate of the earth and every clafs 
of men. W.

et Thecitidel of Antwetp being taken, and the navigation of the 
Scheldt opened, 1 marched forward on the 6th current with che army 
udder my command, to attack the Auftrian Goelders, This 
march of 33 leagues, over a wild country, was executed with aftonith- 
ing order and rapidity. On our arrival at the Menfe, we found fev- 
eral poftaof the enemy, which the vanguard ‘eafily repulfed, and tools 
tome prifoners. We tock pofleffion alfo, without oppofition, of the 
towns of Wefan and Wert, belonging to thé Auftrian Guelders and 
of all the territory on this fide of the Menfe. We then croffed that 
river, at the town of Wefons by means of fome boats, as the enemy 
had deftroyed all the Aying bridges. In fhort with 3000infantry and 
goo hufiars, weattacked our enemies, who, to the number of 3000 
infantry, 300 cayalry,had retired to Ruremonde. At break of day 
the head of our army having appeared before: Ruremonde, found the 
bridge of La Rouz burnt. Our cavalry finding a ford, paffed the riv-

NATIONAL CONVENTION. 
Subftance of the TRIAL of LOUIS XVI: 

December 26. Toe fitting was opened at nine

Lown that the many | 
proofs I have given upon all occafions, of my love for 
the people, and the manner in which I bave always 
conducted myfelf, appear to me fufficient to prove that 
I did not fear to expofe my own perfon to fave their, 
blood, and to exempt me forever from fuch an impu- 
tation.”

The prefident, and i 
majority kept their feats, with becoming firmnefs, en- 
deavoring by that means to bring the diforderly toa | 
fenfe of their duty. A member inveighed againft the | 
prefident, and ariftocrats as withing to diffolve the re- 
public, Requefted the prefident might be turned out 
of the chair as unworthy the honor confered on him. 
Accyfed him of im>ropercommunion with the king’s 
coupfel. The prefident repelled the inveCive with 
dignity. Delay was again propofed. Thuriot, who! 
but two days before had faid in the Jacobin club, that 
rather than Louis fhould efcape he would blow out his 
brains with his own hand, motioned to fit till judg 
ment was pronounced. Couthion, moved for inftant 
difcuffion, to be continued, in preference to all other 
‘maiters, till judgment was given. Many members 
conceiving that this prevented reference to primary afe 
femblies propofed amendment.

eneral Miranda, readin the National Convention ‘, 
December 15th, written at headquarters, Ruremonde, 
December 11th, mention was made, that he had enter. 
ed the capital of Gueldres in triumph, amidft the 
acclamations of the inhabitants who joyfully hailed . 
liberty, and thanked their friends the French for fo 
invalublea prefent. The enemy amounting to 3,500 - 
regular troops fled at five in the morning of the day 
the place was taken, of whom the French troops 
were in purfuit, After reading this letter a decree 
was moved for, freely to declare the revolutionary 
power of the French in the c untries they conquer 
ed ; to overturn their defpotifms and call primary 
affemblies. The framer of this motion propofed 
for the prefent. 

1. The Generals in all thofe countries, which are, 
or may be, occupied by our armies, fhall immediate. 
ly proclaim in the name of the republic, the aboliu 
tion of the ancient contributions, nobility, taxes, 
feudal rights, real and perfonal fervitude, the exclu- 
five right of hunting and fifhing, and all privileges. 
They fhall declare to the people, that they bring 
them peace, liberty and fraternity. 

2, They fhall declare at the fame time, that the 
conftituted authorities are fuppreffed. They fhall 
proclaim the fovereignty of the people. They hall 
convoke the primary affemblics to eleft judges and 
provifional adminiftrators, and fhall poft up the pro- 
clamation of this decree. 

3- No one can be admitted into the primary af- 
fembly, nor be eleéted a judge or adminiftrator, if he 
has not taken an oath to be faithful to liberty and 
equality, and if be has not renounced all the privi- 
leges which he enjoyed. The members of the exift- 
ing adminiftrations and jud cial powers cannot be 
nominated in this decree. 

4 The Natipnal Convention fhall appoint com- 
miffioners, chofen from their own body, to go arid 
fraternife with the people, 

5. The executive council hall alfo appoint com. 
miffioners for the fame end, and to regulate the fum 
due to the republic for the expences it may have in- 
curred, aa 

6. They fhall give an account of their proceedings 
every fifteen days. 

‘7. The French republic fhall keep an account of 
the expences it has been at, and fhall make arrange « 
ments for the payment of thefe expences. 

8. The French nation declares, that it will confi- 
der as enemies thofe people, who, refufing: liberty, 
fhall enter into accommodation or negociation with 
their tyrants. 

`o. The French nation fwears never to Jay down » 
its arms until the countries into which they have en. 
tered fhall be free and their liberty fecured. 

The proclamation referred to in the above was then 
read. It was in fubftance the fame as the above de~ 
cree, and was ordered to be fent to the generals by- 
extraordinary couriers.

FeLLow Citizens, 

I am again called upon by the voice of my coun- 
try, to execute the functions of its Chief Magiftrare. 
When the occafion proper for it fhall arrive, I fhall 
endeavor to exprefs the high fenfe I entertain of this 
diftinguifhed honor, and of .the confidence which has 
been repofed in me,by the people ef United America. 

Previous to the execution of any official a& of the 
Prefident, the conftitution requires an oath of office, 
This oath I am now about to take; and in your pre- 
fence—that if it fhall be found, during my admini- 
{tration of the government, I have in any inftance 
violated willingly, or knowingly, the injun€tion there- 
of, I may (befises incuzring conftitutional punifh- 
ment) be fubje& to the up braidings of all who are 
now witnefles of the prefent folemn ceremony, 

Judge Cufhing then read the oath, which the 
Prefident repeated after him, fentence by fentence, 
as follows: 

I, George Wathington, do folemily fwear, that 
I will faithfully execute the office of Prefident of the 
United States ; and will to the bef of my ability, 
preferve, prote@, and defend the conftitution of the 
United States. 

After taking the oath, the Prefident retired, as he 
had come, without pomp or ceremony ; but on his 
departure from the houfe, the people could no longer 
refrain obeying the genuine dictates of their hearts, 

and they fluted him with three cheers.

ted him by humanity and the law, is about to enter on hja defence ! 
The filence which at prefent prevails, gives me reafon to think, that 
the day of juftice haa fucceeded the days of prejudice. Unfortunate 
Kings are chtitled to more pity and more refpect than the unfortunate 
in other ranks of lifey.and he who formerly occupied the moft brill- 
iant throne in the univerfe, mutt excite a fill greater degree of inter- 
eft. You have ordered him to appear before you; he obeyed with 
calmnefs and dignity, emboldened by his jnnocensey and fupported by 
the teftimony of hie whole life. He hag revealed to us even his 
tho’ts.
